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HISTORY 

The  year  1900  was  marked  by  a  severe  famine  with  its  subsequent  epidemics 
and  malnutrition.  The  incidence  of  blindness  was  therefore  even  higher  than 
usual.  Thus  many  blind  children  attracted  the  attention  of  those  working  for  the 
famine  sufferers.  So  it  was  that  Miss  Anna  Millard  in  the  year  of  this  famine, 
gathered  together  at  first  some  blind  orphans,  and  later  others,  to  start  the 
American  Mission  School  for  the  Blind.  It  steadily  grew  through  her  untiring 
efforts.  From  the  first,  blind  girls  as  well  as  blind  boys  have  been  able  to 
receive  education  and  training  here.  The  first  premises  were  on  Love  Lane, 
Byculla.  These  were  gradually  outgrown.  The  area  about  them  became  too 
congested.  Through  Miss  Millard’s  efforts  a  site  of  land  in  Dadar  was  given  by 
the  Government  where  a  new  building  was  erected  in  1920.  Here  the  School 
has  remained.  Through  the  years  it  has  given  primary  education  and  vocational 
training  to  blind  students.  With  the  year  1937  the  staff  and  equipment  have 
been  increased  so  as  to  enable  students  to  proceed  into  secondary  education. 
In  April  1939  the  management  was  taken  over  by  the  Society  for  the  Protection 
of  Children  in  Western  India  for  a  trial  period  of  three  years.  The  School  will 
revert  to  the  Mission  in  April  1 9d2. 

PURPOSE 

This  School  seeks  to  give  to  the  blind  or  visually  handicapped  child  an 
education  comparable  to  that  which  sighted  children  procure.  It  endeavours 
to  make  the  blind  children  who  conic  to  it  socially  acceptable,  self-respecting 
citizens  of  India.  It  seeks  to  train  them  toward  useful  work  or  profession. 
This  School  tries  to  keep  in  touch  with  the  up-to-date  methods  and  appliances 
which  are  available  for  use  in  the  education  of  the  Blind.  The  education  of  the 
Blind  is  a  large  field  which  has  gained  a  great  amount  of  attention  in  Western 
countries.  Consequently  it  is  from  these  countries  that  most  of  our  expert 
advice  and  apparatus  come.  Because  of  the  nature  of  the  handicap  of  the 
children,  methods  of  instruction  must  be  different.  Embossed  rather  than 
ink-print  books  are  used.  All  other  senses  than  the  sight  must  be  stimulated  to 
facilitate  learning.  Object  lessons  play  an  important  part. 

It  might  be  said  that  the  education  of  the  blind  child  requires  first  the 
education  of  the  blind  child’s  parents.  Too  often  the  parents  deprive  the 
child  of  training  adapted  to  his  abilities,  training  which  will  enable  him 
to  be  a  part  of  the  world  in  which  he  must  live,  because 
the  way  seems  so  pitiably  hard  to  them.  Parents  must  look  to  the  future  and 
to  the  real  happiness  of  the  child.  Who  would  exchange  dependency  and 
idleness  for  self-reliance  and  activity?  Yet  many  parents  force  blind  children 
into  adult  dependency  and  idleness  by  denying  them  an  education. 
Blind  children  need  sympathy  encouragement,  opportunity,  and  hope,— not  pity. 
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The  School  offers  boarding  facilities  for  those  who  wish  to  live  at  the  School. 
Day  scholars  are  also  welcome. 

Children  of  any  caste,  creed  or  colour  are  taken.  Each  child’s  religion  is 
respected.  Each  pupil  is  trained  in  his  own  religion  for  his  own  personal 
development.  Parents  and  guardians  should  advise  the  School  regarding  this  and 
co-operate  in  having  children  receive  the  desired  religions  training. 


REPORT  OF  THE  CHAIRMAN 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Executive  Committee  of 
The  Society  for  the  Protection  of  Children  in  Western  India. 

The  Standing  Sub-Committee  submit  herew.th  their  annual  report  for  1941 
of  the  Dadar  School  for  the  Blind,  which  includes  a  general  and  statistical  report 
of  the  Principal  and  the  statement  of  audited  accounts  with  the  list  of  donors 
and  subscribers  and  other  particulars. 

The  experimental  period  of  three  years  under  the  Society  for  the  Protection 
of  Children  in  Western  India  will  expire  on  March  31,  1942.  During  this  period 
the  School  has  gained  more  in  reputation,  publicity  and  extension  of  its 
programme.  Finances  continue  to  be  the  same  in  spite  of  war  conditions.  Much 
though  the  Society  for  the  Protection  of  Children  in  Western  Tndia  would  like  to 
continue  the  responsibility  of  running  the  Institution,  the  Society  finds  itself 
unable  to  continue  securing  funds  for  the  blind  in  addition  to  its  primary 
duties.  The  Institution,  therefore,  reverts  to  the  American  Marathi  Mission 
on  April  1,  1942. 

It  is  great  satisfaction  that  the  Government  has  seen  the  progress  made 
during  the  period  and  has  extended  the  tenure  of  scholarship  from  six  to  eight 
years  per  pupil.  In  this  respect  the  Committee  feels  indebted  to  the  Department 
as  well  as  to  our  Honorary  Secretary  and  the  Principal  who  were  able  to 
convince  the  Government  authorities  the  necessity  of  such  a  change  in  the 
case  of  blind  children. 

The  Committee  is  also  grateful  to  the  Educational  Commissioner  with  the 
Government  of  India  and  the  Central  Advisory  Board  of  Education  in  India 
for  their  interest  to  get  up  a  Uniform  Braille  Code  for  Indian  Vernaculars, 
which  is  so  vital  in  making  more  embossed  materials  available  to  the 
finger-readers.  We  were  glad  to  note  that  our  Principal  was  nominated  to  the 
Committee  and  was  able  to  make  valuable  suggestions.

This  year,  as  in  former  years,  has  been  made  financially  successful  by  large 
contributions  obtained  for  us  by  Mr.  If.  P.  Masani  and  Dr.  C.  Manshardt  from 
a  few  Charitable  Trust  Funds,  and  by  smaller  private  contributions,  donations 
and  subscriptions  through  our  Honorary  Secretary  and  the  Principal.  To  all 
those  who  have  contributed  so  generously  by  giving  their  time,  money  and 
services  to  continue  the  work  of  the  School,  we  express  our  deepest  sense  of 
appreciations  and  hope  that  they  will  have  their  satisfaction  in  realising  what 
vital  light  they  have  shed  for  those  who  “  are  learning  to  live  in  darkness.”

EDUCATIONAL  REPORT 

Owing  to  the  high  cost  of  printing  an  attempt  is  made  to  make  the  report  as 
brief  as  possible.  A  glance  at  our  revised  curriculum  will  show  the  scope  and  extent 
of  the  School  activities.  The  appended  report  of  the  Educational  Inspector 
will  give  an  appreciation  by  the  Department  of  Education  of  the  work  done 
in  the  school. 

This  year  the  school  had  the  highest  number  on  roll,  reached  during  the  last 
five  years.  Out  of  37  girls  and  boys  on  the  roll,  only  one  pupil  pays  fees.  This 
shows  the  heavy  responsibilities  the  school  has  to  bear.  It  is  hoped  that  the 
public  and  charitable  persons  will  help  us  liberally  to  carry  on  this  good  work. 
•‘The  good  will  of  the  sighted  is  the  heritage  of  the  Blind.” 

The  Visitors’  and  Prize  Day  Celebrations  were  held  on  Saturday,  the  15th  of 
March  1941.  Mr.  A.  D.  Shroff,  Director,  Messrs.  Tata  Sons,  Ltd.,  presided 
and  Mrs.  Shroff  gave  away  the  prizes.  Exhibits  were  on  display.  Besides  giving 
a  demonstration  of  their  work,  the  children  entertained  the  guests  with  an 
interesting  programme.  This  event  has  become  an  annual  function  in  the  city. 
Many  distinguished  persons  were  present. 

The  Annual  event  of  field  sports  between  the  blind  and  the  sighted  has  become 
well-established  practice.  A  large  number  of  visitors  were  present  on  this 
occasion  on  the  afternoon  of  Saturday,  the  22nd  March  1941.  The  blind 
children  had  the  joy  of  hard-won  rewards  and  close  defeats.  Mr.  Zal  S.  D. 
Contractor  of  the  New  India  Assurance  Co.,  Ltd.,  Bombay,  presided  and  gave 
away  the  prizes.  There  were  many  favourable  press  comments  educating  the 
public  in  favour  of  the  Blind.  * 

School-life-activities  have  been  further  strengthened  by  the  appearance 
of  “  Prabhat  ’’-(The  Dawn)  a  Braille  Magazine,  edited  and  embossed  by  blind 
children.  Nature-study  gardens  have  become  very  popular.  Akela  M.  A 
Sherdiwalla  has  taken  the  place  of  Akela  J.  B.  Readymoney. 
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This  year,  another  blind  boy  has  joined  the  Hume  High  School  for  the 
sighted.  Both  the  pupils  are  doing  very  well.  The  Nursery  Department  is 
progressing  as  time  marches  on. 

Our  Training  Institute  for  the  Workers  and  Teachers  of  the  Blind  has  been 
formally  recognised  by  the  Educational  Department  of  the  Bombay  Government. 
In  accordance  with  the  wishes  of  Mr.  A.  D.  Shroff,  his  generous  gift  of  Bs.  250/-. 
for  which  we  are  most  thankful,  has  been  used  to  purchase  reference  books  for 
this  department. 

Of  many  visits,  talks,  short  articles  and  exhaustive  papers  by  the  Principal 
for  the  furtherence  of  the  work  and  cause  of  the  blind,  the  following- 
may  be  mentioned:

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REPORT  OF  THE  EDUCATIONAL  INSPECTOR 

Report  of  Mr.  C.  P.  Budhrani,  B.A.,  B.T.,  T.D.  (London), 
M.R.S.T.,  Assistant  Educational  Inspector,  Bombay  Division 

The  school  continues  to  do  good  work  under  the  able  guidance  of  ils 
Principal,  Mr.  Haider.  There  are  37  pupils  on  roll  22  of  whom  are  boys  and 
15  girls.  All  the  children  are  resident  pupils  all  of  whom  except  one  get  free 
lodging  and  boarding.  Boys  and  girls  have  separate  dormitories  and  are 
carefully  looked  after  by  resident  teachers. 

The  library  for  teachers  is  satisfactorily  equipped  and  there  is  a  fair  number 
of  magazines  for  the  use  of  teachers. 

In  addition  to  the  Primary  course  (including  English)  the  pupils  do 
modelling,  bead-chain-making,  cane  work  and  some  knitting.  Physical 
education  is  done  half  an  hour  each  day.  Besides,  boys  play  games  in  the  school 
compound  bind  on  a  piece  of  ground  acquired  from  the  Tata  mill  free  of  rent. 
The  school  should  depute  one  of  its  teachers  to  be  trained  at  Kandivali. 

Reading  of  ordinary  magazines  to  pupils  forms  a  regular  feature  of  the 
work  of  the  school  and  two  pupil  teachers  are  specially  engaged  to  do  embossing- 
work  for  the  school.  This  year  the  school  has  earned  distinction  for  itself  by 
sending  two  of  its  boys  to  the  Hume  High  School  to  do  their  secondary 
education  there.

benefieient  activities  whenever  called  upon  to  do  so.

CURRICULUM 

The  work  of  the  School  is  divided  into  four  main  departments:  Industrial: 
Music:  Literary:  Physical  Education. 

Industrial  Education  comprises  Wool-knitting,  Sisal-fibre  work,  Bead 
-chain-making,  Elementary  Sewing,  Basketry,  Manufacture  and  repair  of  Cane 
Furniture.  Manipulation  of  carpentry  tools  is  taught  to  help  the  pupils  in  their 
own  trade  and  also  to  encourage  a  transfer  to  regular  woodwork  in  case  of 
partially  sighted  children. 

Music  :  “Music  is  the  Light  of  the  Blind”  in  that  it  gives  them  recreation 
as  well  as  occupation.  But  it  becomes  the  leading  light  when  it  can  be  their 
profession.  The  School  is  striving  to  this  end.  The  Music  School  is  affiliated 
to  a  Modern  School  of  Indian  Music.  Instruction  is  given  both  in  Vocal  and 
Instrumental  music. 

Literary  Education  :  All  pupils  receive  literary  education  up  through  the 
Primary  Standards,  Marathi  being  the  teaching  medium,  English  a  subsidiary 
subject.  Pupils  exhibiting  special  merit  are  admitted  into  higher  standards  in 
order  to  prepare  for  the  Matriculation  Examination.  Besides  the  three  R’s.  great 
emphasis  is  given  to  Object  Lessons,  Nature  Study,  Modelling  and  Gardening. 
Great  care  is  taken  to  preserve  and  to  develop  hearing  and  touch. 
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The  Education  of  the  Deaf-BIind-and-Mute  :  The  technique  of  making  the 
blind  productive  members  of  the  society  is  now  fairly  advanced  but  the  problems 
of  the  deaf-blind  (and  naturally  mute)  have  not  been  touched  in  India.  A  start 
has  been  made  in  this  direction  in  the  School.  The  Deaf-Blind-and-Mute 
children  are  taught  TO  SPEAK  through  ORAL  METHOD,  TO  HEAR 
through  BONE  CONDUCTION  and  TO  READ  and  TO  WRITE  with 
BRAILLE. 

Physical  Education:  This  aspect  in  education  of  the  Blind  is  more 
important  than  an  ordinary  person  would  think.  The  vitality  of  an  average 
blind  person  is  supposed  to  be  25  per  cent  below  that  of  his  of  seeing  compeer. 
It  is,  therefore,  essential  that  he  should  be  well  fed  and  well  exercised.  The 
School  has  a  small  gymnasium  and  a  running  track.  Besides  these  the  children 
enjoy  their  regular  callisthenics,  drill,  sports  and  play. 

Corrective  exercises:  To  remedy  the  functional  and  transitional  physical 
defects,  corrective  exercises  are  given  to  individual  children  according  to  their 
needs.  Through  making  the  children  physically  acceptable,  they  are  enabled 
to  have  better  and  more  normal  social  contacts. 

School-Life- Activities :  In  the  student  government  of  the  Institution  pupils 
have  recreational  and  social  clubs,  such  as  a  Literary  Society,  News  Paper 
Reading  Clubs,  Scouting  and  Cubbing,  Girl  Guiding,  Excursion  Clubs,  Sangit 
Sarniti  and  a  School  Magazi n e-“ Prabha t”. 

Everybody  is  encouraged  to  participate  in  some  degree  in  household  work, 
an  abiding  means  of  fostering  the  sense  of  being  helpful  and  responsible. 

As  blind  children  are  deprived  of  the  most  important  sense,  they  have  to  be 
told  and  taught  matters  which  may  appear  to  be  absurd  to  the  sighted.  The 
School  affords  them  an  opportunity  by  offering  a  course  in  the  Science  of  the 
Common  Things  of  Life,  such  as  etiquette,  manners  in  eating,  dressing,  making 
their  own  beds,  and  so  on.  In  other  words,  they  are  helped  in  order  to  help 
themselves  to  be  contributive  members  of  the  society. 

RULES  FOR  THE  ADMISSION  OF  PUPILS 

1.  The  School  is  open  to  blind  girls  and  boys  up  to  the  age  of  fourteen,  without 
distinction  of  caste,  creed  or  colour. 

A  child  who  is  visually  handicapped  to  such  an  extent  that  he  cannot  read 
ordinary  school  books  used  by  sighted  children,  and  who  is,  therefore, 
deprived  of  a  means  of  getting  an  education  in  a  sighted  school,  is  to  be 
considered  blind  and  in  need  of  a  special  education. 

2.  A  child  must  be  free  from  contagious  disease.  He  must  pass  a  thorough 
medical  examination  upon  entrance  into  the  School. 
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3.  Pupils  may  enter  at  any  time  daring  the  year,  though  the  School  year 
begins  in  June. 

4.  Tuit  ion  is  Rs  60  for  the  year.  Rs.  30  must  be  paid  upon  the  opening  of 
the  School  in  June  and  Rs.  30  on  the  return  from  the  Christmas  holidays 
at  the  beginning  of  January.  No  refunds  can  be  made  upon  these 
half-yearly  payments.  But  a  pupil  leaving  before  the  last  half-yearly 
payment  is  due,  need  not  pay  the  second  instalment  of  Rs.  30. 

5.  Boarding  fees  are  Rs.  10  a  month,  and  may  be  paid  monthly,  quarterly  or 
yearly.  They  are  due  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  of  the  month  in  which  they  are 
paid.  Boarding  fees  include  food,  lodging,  washing  and  ordinary  medical 
attention.  They  do  not  include  clothing  or  travel  expenses.  When  a 
pupil  is  out  of  boarding  a  full  month,  only  half  fees  shall  be  charged. 

6.  Pupils  are  to  spend  the  long  vacation  with  their  parents,  guardians 
or  friends. 

7.  All  pupils  must  be  supplied  with  the  following  at  the  time  of  admission,  and
